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Goose Creek 
Candles buys 
property for 
expansion 

EDA releases debt on 
Bluegrass Shavings property

With the purchase of property on East Ky. 70 in Liberty, a 
local candle factoiy will be able to expand its business, creat¬ 
ing more jobs. 

Goose Creek Candles, owned by Chuck and Tammy 
Meece, negotiated a purchase agreement of $384,339 on 
Thursday with the Liberty-Casey County Economic Devel¬ 
opment Authority for the almost 37 acres of property now 
owned by Bluegrass Shavings. 

Bluegrass Shavings purchased the property in 2010 from 
the EDA and recently closed due to the extended illness and 
death of co-owner Jerry Hoskins. The EDA agreed last month 
to take the property back from Bluegrass Shavings and give 
them relief from the $384,339 loan. Goose Creek Candles will 
assume the amount of 
the loan as the purchase 
price. 

The terms of the loan 
is for 15 years at 0 per¬ 
cent interest payable in 
monthly installments. 

However, if there is no 
active utilization of the 
property after four years 
from the date of signing 
the contract, the interest 
rate for the balance of the 
principal shall be rene¬ 
gotiated to reflect market 
rates. 

EDA defined “utili¬ 
zation” to include con¬ 
struction, property im¬ 
provements, and/or job 
creation — direct and indirect — showing that the property 
is being actively used for job creation and economic develop¬ 
ment to the satisfaction of the EDA Board of Directors. 

EDA board member Rodney Wolford said that’s what the 
EDA wants to see. 

“We’ve got an asset that supposedly is worth in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $384,000 because that’s the value we have in 
notes on it. Our purpose is to further economic development 
and we’re proposing a 15 year loan at 0 percent. I’m OK with 
0 percent interest as long as we’re getting the jobs. I’m not OK 
with giving a 0 percent loan holding property for speculative 
purposes,” Wolford said. 

Mayor Steve Sweeney asked Tammy Meece if creating 20- 
30 new jobs was a possibility. 

“Oh yes, if we do anything, that doesn’t worry me to say 
this,” she said. 

The Meeces recently purchased a 12 acre piece of property 
that joins the Bluegrass Shavings property. 

Meece said that the Bluegrass Shavings land will permit 
their company to expand and have the room to bring some 
manufacturing back to Liberty.

Cundiff heads to the horn of Africa to serve in Peace Corps

With nothing but 100 
pounds of luggage, a small 
carry on bag and a pocket 
translator, Heather Cundiff 
is packing up and moving 
across the Atlantic Ocean to 
the hom of Africa. 

On June 30, Cundiff, 27, 
will report to Washington 
D.C. to meet her fellow Peace 
Corps volunteers before trav¬ 
eling to Ethiopia. 

Hie group of about 80 
volunteers will spend three 
months training before they 


are split up and sent off to 
separate villages within Ethi¬ 
opia. 

Cundiff, a Casey County 
High School and Eastern 
Kentucky University gradu¬ 
ate, said that volunteering is 
something that she has done 
throughout her life. 

“I have participated in 10 
week-long Habitat mission 
trips through my church, Lib¬ 
erty First Christian,” Cundiff 
said, “Up and down the East 
Coast, from Maine to Louisi- 
anna. I owe a lot to the church 
for all of their love and sup¬ 
port.” 



Ethiopia will be Cundiff’s 
longest trip yet, and this time 
she isn’t just visiting, she’s 


moving. 

The hardest part regarding 
her preparation is packing, 
she said. 

“We are limited to two 
bags with a combined weight 
of 100 pounds, plus a carry- 
on bag,” Cundiff said. “It 
presents a little bit of a pack¬ 
ing challenge.” 

Ordinary, everyday items 
that are typical in the U.S. 
are not going to be as useful 
in Ethiopia, she said. Instead, 
Cundiff is packing things that 
one would typically pack for 
a camping trip, such as good 
batteries and a solar charger. 


Each volunteer will con¬ 
tribute something different to 
the villages and communities 
in Ethiopia, from teaching 
English, which Cundiff will 
be doing, to teaching agricul¬ 
tural techniques and strategies 
as well as AIDS awareness. 

The application process for 
the Peace Corps is very com¬ 
petitive and took Cundiff a 
week to complete. 

“It’s very thorough,” she 
said. “They look for your ex¬ 
perience in everything. I’ve 
worked at Walnut Hill El¬ 
ementary as an instructional 
assistant with two children 


with special needs for a year. 
And right now I’ve been 
working with three kids who 
have autism. I’ve worked 
with kids quite a bit and my 
parents are educators.” 

Classroom sizes in Ethio¬ 
pia can vary drastically de¬ 
pending on the villages where 
Peace Corps volunteers work. 
In some cases there may only 
be a handful of students in the 
classroom and in other cases 
there may be as many as 100 
students.

COPIED DIRECTLY 
FROM THE U.S. CODE: 

(a) Designation.— The 
composition consisting of 
the words and music known 
as the Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner is the national anthem. 

(b) Conduct During Play¬ 
ing.— During a rendition 
of the national anthem— 
(1) when the flag 
is displayed — 


(A) individuals in uniform 
should give the military sa¬ 
lute at the first note of the 
anthem and maintain that 
position until the last note; 

(B) members of the 
Armed Forces and veter¬ 
ans who are present but 
not in uniform may render 
the military salute in the 
manner provided for in¬ 
dividuals in uniform; and 

(C) all other persons pres¬ 
ent should face the flag and 
stand at attention with their 
right hand over the heart, 
and men not in uniform, if 
applicable, should remove 
their headdress with their 
right hand and hold it at 
the left shoulder, the hand 
being over the heart; and 
(2) when the flag is not dis¬ 
played, all present should 
face toward the music and 
act in the same manner they 
would if the flag were dis¬ 
played.

For years, I have been 
interested in the decade 
1940-1950, where our 
young men and women 
sacrificed so much to fight 
the Nazi regime in Europe 
and the Japanese in the 
south Pacific. 

Never have so many 
Americans worked in con¬ 
cert to defend democracy 
and defeat two horrendous 
and oppressive govern¬ 
ments bent on world domi¬ 
nation. 

It’s amazing that our 
men and women both on 
the battlefield and at home 
never complained about 
anything. They knew the 
job had to get done and 
they did it. 

There are several veter¬ 
ans from that era alive and 
well in Casey County and 
I hope to interview them in 
coming weeks for a series 
of stories about where they 
were stationed during the 
war. 

I would also like to speak 
with some family members 



who were at home during 
those years and have them 
tell their stories about what 
life was like with so many 
shortages of things like 
tires, meat, clothing, and 
other staples that we now 
take for granted. 

These stories need to live 
on in our hearts and lives 
because it’s history and 
we can learn lessons from 
what the greatest genera¬ 
tion went through. 

But not only do I relish 
reading and hearing the sto¬ 
ries from those war years, I 
also love the cars, fashions, 
and other customs. 

If you’ve ever ridden in 
a 1940 Chevrolet Master 
or a Dodge or Plymouth 
from that decade, those 
were massive cars with lots 


of room and big steering 
wheels. 

Mike Stallings, a friend 
of mine in high school back 
in the early 1970s, had a 
1948 Plymouth and it was a 
great car to take just about 
anywhere. 

And what of the clothes 
everyone wore? Style and 
elegance. 

Watching old movies 
from the 1940s on Turner 
Classic Movies shows how 
everyone dressed up back 
in the day. 

Even to attend a ball- 
game or graduation, men 
wore suits and ties and 
the women always had on 
dresses and heels. 

Not so in this day and 
age, where graduations 
and other public events are 
attended by people wear¬ 
ing shorts, T-shirts, and 
ball caps. Some men don’t 
shave, women think stretch 
pants are dressy enough, 
and nearly everyone is 
looking at a smartphone. 

While this attire at formal 


functions no longer draws 
more than a passing glance 
from anyone in attendance, 
a man decked out in a suit 
coat and tie at a ballgame 
would turn heads. 

When I was a kid in the 
early 1960s, mama and 
daddy attended the Geor¬ 
gia Florida football game 
in Jacksonville every fall. 
And they were always 
dressed like they were go¬ 
ing to church, with daddy 
wearing a suit with a crisp 
starched white shirt, dap¬ 
per tie, and highly polished 
leather dress shoes. Mama 
had on a suit dress, high 
heels, and hat. 

Will we ever see those 
days again? I sincerely 
doubt it, as most folks 
think what’s acceptable to 
wear to go to Walmart can 
be worn everywhere else. 

Thanks for taking this 
trip with me down memory 
lane and revisiting the good 
old days. 

I just hope we can keep 
the memories alive.

GSP was originated in 1983 
as a result of Kentucky lead¬ 
ers’ concern that the state’s 
“best and brightest” were 
leaving the Commonwealth 
to pursue educational and ca¬ 
reer opportunities elsewhere 
without frilly understanding 
the potential of their talents 


at home. 

Students who are selected 
attend the program without 
charge, with the cost being 
divided among the Gover¬ 
nor’s Office, Kentucky State 
Legislature, and private busi¬ 
nesses. 

The Rogers Scholars pro¬ 
gram, initiated by The Center 
for Rural Development in 
Somerset in 1998, helps stu¬ 
dents learn about the southern 
and eastern Kentucky regions 
— as opposed to migrating 
elsewhere for work. 

While participating in the 
program, students partake in 
a week-long event to develop 
skills in leadership, technol¬ 
ogy, and community service, 
among other avenues of ex¬ 
ploration. Lodging, meals, 
and program expenses are all 
provided free of charge to re¬ 
cipients.

a new language and one that 
Cundiff is hoping she can 
quickly leam. Luckily, the 
Peace Corps provides quite a 
bit of suggested reading and 
material that aims to help the 
transition into a new culture. 

Although she does not 
know exactly which village 
she will be sent to after train¬ 
ing, volunteers typically find 
out within a month or two of 
arriving in Ethiopia. 

Wherever Cundiff goes she 
said she will carry her hand¬ 
held pocket translator, filled 


with short, key phrases in the 
Ahmeric language. 

However, the likelihood is 
high that there will be varia¬ 
tions or even a different lan¬ 
guage in the village where she 
will serve. 

“Ahmeric will be the lan¬ 
guage I am trained in first,” 
Cundiff said, “But that may 
not be the language they speak 
in my village. I may end up 
learning two languages.” 

As a Peace Corps volun¬ 
teer, Cundiff has prepared her 
professional and personal life 
and made the commitment to 


serve abroad for a full term 
of 27 months. She left her 
home in Boston, Mass, to 
come back to Casey County 
and visit with her family for a 
year before leaving for Ethio¬ 
pia. 

“A lot of the preparation 
has been mental,” Cundiff 
said. 

As far as pre-trip butterflies 
go, Cundiff said she’s a mix¬ 
ture of nervous and excited. 

“I know it will be a chal¬ 
lenge — a daily challenge,” 
Cundiff said, “But I know 
that I can do it.”

Osborne — who played sparingly at cor- 
nerback her senior year at Jeff but wanted 
to continue — contacted schools around the 
country with no luck. Then, she attended an 
open recruiting visit at Campbellsville Uni¬ 
versity. 

“I went up to coach Perry Thomas 
and said, ‘I know I’m not what you’re 
expecting,’ because there were hun¬ 
dreds of recmits there,” Osborne said. 
But Thomas knew Oldham from a high school 
all-star game they’dcoached inthe early2000s 
— and that was enough, he said, to convince 
him that Osborne should get a chance to play. 
Osborne’s recruitment took off from there, 
and on June 4, the 5-foot-6, 140-pound 
prospect signed with NAIA Campbellsville, 
where according to the school she will be¬ 
come college football’s first female defensive 
back — most all women who played football 
before her were kickers. 

“She will be expected to do everything 
the guys do — her other teammates do — 
whether it’s one-on-one (drills) or whatever,” 
Thomas said. “That’s part of being a college 
athlete. This isn’t a situation where she’s just 
on the team for publicity or anything like 
that. She wanted to play college football, and 
now she has the chance.” 

Osborne will join a short list of female col¬ 
lege football players. It’s believed that Joyce 
Mungari, a linebacker at Peninsula and Con¬ 
tra Costa junior colleges in California during 
the 1990s, is the only to have done so at a 
position other than kicker. 

The rising freshman has approached her 
history-makmg decision in a matter that 
matches her Twitter handle: @WontQuit- 
TilllDie. Last week, she tweeted a quote 
from outspoken NFL defensive back Rich¬ 
ard Sherman, who before going on to win 
a Super Bowl with the Seattle Seahawks 
exchanged words with San Francisco 49ers 
reciver Michael Crabtree during the playoffs. 
Her tweet read, in part: “A lion doesn’t con¬ 
cern himself with the opinions of a sheep.” 

'Honor Flight'takes 
veterans, D-Day participants 
to Washington, D.C.

Kentucky veterans of World War II and 
the Korean War flew to Washington, D.C., 
on June 6, the 70th anniversary of the D-Day 
invasion of Normandy. 

Honor Flight Bluegrass took the veterans 
on the one-day trip at no cost to the veterans, 
to honor their service and sacrifice. The 82 


veterans, including five who participated in 
the D-Day invasion, visited the World War II 
Memorial, as well as the Korean War Memo¬ 
rial and other federal monuments. There they 
can visit and reflect on their service, sacrifices 
and memories. 

Few Kentuckians, veteran or civilian, to¬ 
day remember that on June 5, 1944, an Al¬ 
lied victoiy over Nazi Germany in Europe 
was far from assured. The invasion itself was 
terribly risky, made more so by storms over 
the English Channel as planes and ships de¬ 
parted England for Normandy. 

The number of Allied and American casu¬ 
alties in the four days of desperate fighting 
exceeds 6,000 - 2,500 of those on June 6. 

The D-Day invasion of Normandy re¬ 
mains one of the greatest military vic¬ 
tories in American history, if not world 
history. It turned the tide of war in Eu¬ 
rope and put Germany on the defensive. 
More than 300,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians served in World War II, and almost 
7,000 died, a state news release said. 
The vets were thanked at a Welcome Home 
Ceremony for the Honor Flight Friday at 
9:30 p.m. on the upper level of Louisville In¬ 
ternational Airport. 


Woman charged with 
lying about child's cancer 
for fundraiser

Bardstown Police charged a 39-year-old 
mother June 5 with lying about her son hav¬ 
ing cancer and then using charitable contri¬ 
butions for the supposedly sick child to ben¬ 
efit the family. 

Nancye Beth Avis, 39, was charged with 
theft by deception under $10,000 and endan¬ 
gering the welfare of a minor. 

Investigators say Avis has been lying about 
her son having cancer for about two years. 
Bardstown Police Detective Lynn Davis said 
police opened an investigation after they 
were notified by Child Protective Services of 
complaints accusing Davis of fraud. 

“The investigation revealed that Avis’ son 
does not and has not had cancer,” a press re¬ 
lease from Bardstown police stated. 

Davis said on the advice of the county 
attorney’s office Avis was not arrested, but 
issued a citation with a notice to appear in 
court. Davis said there were special concerns 
the county attorney’s office took into account 
in recommending that course of action rather 
than arrest. 

Davis said he tried to interview Avis Thurs¬ 
day and she requested an attorney. 

Davis said there were several fundraisers 
he was aware of that were held to benefit 
Avis’ son, including a yard sale by a Boy 
Scout troop that raised about $600, another 
effort through St. Joe School that provided 
the family with about $1,000 and he said he 
believed Flaget Memorial Hospital had also 
provided some aid. 

Davis said it is unusual in this area for peo¬ 
ple to perpetrate fraud by holding fundraisers 
for sick children under false pretenses. 

“This was a first for me,” he said.

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Maupin pleads not guilty to theft charge

A former Casey County 
sheriff’s clerk has pleaded 
not guilty to charges that 
she took tax funds from 
the sheriff’s office. 

Appearing in an arraign¬ 
ment hearing in Casey 
County Circuit Court on 
Monday before Judge Judy 


D. Vance, Liberty attorney 
Brian Wright entered a not 
guilty plea on behalf of his 
client, Michelle Maupin. 

Vance set a pretrial hear¬ 
ing for July 21 and a trial 
date of Nov. 5. 

Maupin is charged with 
three counts of theft by 
unlawful taking, $500 
or more but less than 
$ 10 , 000 . 


The indictment, returned 
on May 12, states that 
Maupin took $545.35 on 
Nov. 30, 2012, $688.61 on 
Dec. 3, 2012, and $544.72 
on Dec. 3, 2012. 

The charges stem from 
audit findings uncovered 
by investigators from 
State Auditor Adam Edel- 
en’s office and also from 
an investigation by detec¬ 


tives from Kentucky State 
Police special crimes unit 
in Bowling Green. 

Sheriff Jerry Coffman 
said in April that he had 
fired Maupin on Feb. 14, 
2013 as a result of discrep¬ 
ancies he discovered after 
Maupin confessed to Mar- 
vine Crutcher, a deputy in 
the sheriff’s office.

Man charged with rape gets 6 years in prison

A Russell County man 
is going to spend six years 
in prison for his role in the 
rape of a minor. 

Cody T. Owens, of 233 
McClendon Lane, Russell 
Springs, pleaded guilty 
to two counts of second- 
degree rape, mentally 
incapacitated by an in¬ 
toxicating substance, on 
May 12 before Judge Judy 
Vance in Casey County 
Circuit Court. The Com¬ 
monwealth opposed shock 
probation. Sentencing is 
set for July 28. 

Court records indicate 
that Owens was indicted by 
a Casey County grand jury 
on Sept. 23, 2013, after al¬ 
legedly having had inter¬ 
course with a 14-year-old 
female on Nov. 3, 2012. 


Also on May 12, 

■ Johnnie Lee Carmi- 
cle pleaded guilty to two 
counts of theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking. Sentencing is 
June 23. 

■ James Meinking was 
sentenced to two years in 
prison, on charges of first 
offense second-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, less than 20 
drug units, drug unspeci¬ 
fied, and trafficking in 
marijuana, less than eight 
ounces. 

■ Dakoda L. Lemons 
was sentenced to three 
years in jail, probated for 
five years, on three counts 
of first-degree wanton en- 
dangerment and third-de¬ 
gree burglary. On a charge 
of receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty under $10,000, Lem¬ 
ons was sentenced to three 
years in jail. 


■ Michael Anthony Tet- 
reault received a sentence 
of five years in jail, to 
serve one, with the balance 
probated for four years on 
a charge of theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking, 

■ Ronnie D. Lee was 
sentenced to eight years 
in prison, serve two years, 
with the balance probated 
for five years on charges 
of first-degree wanton en- 
dangerment, third offense 
DUI, driving on a DUI 
suspended license, second 
offense in five years, and 
being a first-degree persis¬ 
tent felony offender, 

■ Shawnee Crawley will 
spend two years on pre¬ 
trial diversion for falsely 
reporting an incident and 
failure of non-owner oper¬ 
ator to maintain insurance, 
and first-degree criminal 
mischief.
